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SHAW— A MINIATURE 
BIOGRAPHY 

George  Bernard  Shaw — novel- 
ist, journalist,  critic,  politician. 

Socialist,  and  dramatist — was 
born  in  Dublin,  July  26th,  1856. 

He  left  school  at  the  age  of  four- 
teen, went  to  London  in  1876, 
and  for  years  did  his  best  to  gain 
recognition  as  a writer.
